‘The woll-known Russian painter Voreat- 
chagin, writing in the Novosti of St, Petersburg, 


BAYB: i 
The Chinaman is very intelligent, and his 
apparent obtuseness is tho result of our inability 
to appreciate hie view of life—a philosophica 
view.” Tho Chinese undorstand perfectly well 
the bonefits of our civilization and the utility of 
our inventions, ond gradually they assimilate 
them. But they do. not cousider themselves 
pound to reject all thoir past and sacrifice tra- 
ditions of thousands of yoars in matters of faith, 
life, dréss, eto. Thoy ask: * Why ‘out. off 
the pigtail; why change our religion or 
give up convenient forms of dress? Is 
humanity completing its age on earth that we 
should be in a hurry P” This is the attitude of 
the Chinese toward change. Thoy are not will- 
ing to be pressed and hurried, and their slowness 
seems to me preferable to the eagerness of the 
Japanese, who, in thirt; years, haverevolutionized 
the offects of thousands of years. Such precipit- 
ancy introduces division into society, ond while 
tho few advance the many romain behind, and 
mutual understanding conses, The Chinese
